Washington—Reciprocity has taken 


on a new meaning 
in relations be- 


tween France and the "United States. 
The French government wanted tar- 
iff concessions. The American gov- 
ernment was unable to make any 
changes in existing schedules 
but, 


yielding to a bargaining spirit, intio- 
duced by the French, the "Washington 
administration 
will remove 
certain 


barriers to the notation of 
French 


loans. 
The French are endeavoring to re- 


finance one of their loans floated by 
private bankers m the high 
interest 


eia of post-war years. Originally the 
word sent out that the American gov- 
ernment -noaid have no objection to 
such a step because it represented no 
new advance of money. Then Senator 
Borah, chairman of tho foreign rela- 
tions committee, began to object and 
the state department grew cautious 


BORAH CHANGES VIEW 


There is reason to believe that Sen- 


ator Borah has been won over to the 
idea that the re-financing- of a loan 
will not prejudice the position of the 
United States m case it is desired la- 
ter on to disapprove of new loans that 
the French may want. In 
other 


words, the granting of permission to 
float the refinancing loan is a small 
matter alongside the big principle in- 
volved in the tariff dispute. 
The 


French are aslSng- for recipiocuy ami 
the United States and is giving it not 
in reductions of tarin! but in relenting 
somewhat on its loan policy. 


It is considered possible that the 


present tariff negotiations may have 
begun simply as a means of getting 
concessions on the financial issues be- 
tween France and the United States. 
The French have not ratified the Mel- 
lon-Eerenger agreement but they are 
planning to pay the United States nev- 
ertheless, the sums called for annual- 
ly for the next five or ten years, 


It is recognized also that France 


must sooner or later get rid of the ban 
which the United States government 
has placed on the floating of new 
French loans. This restriction is moie 
uncomfortable from the French view- 
point than the tariff policy of the Uni- 
ted States. The "Washington govern 
ment has no objection really 
to the 


floating of new loans if it could get 
some assurance from the French con 
cerning their intention wtih respect 
to -war debts. It is not necessary for 
the Mellon agreement to be ratified 
this year as no specified time 
limit 


was placed in the document, but as 
the French financial position improves 
the American congress may desire a 
revision upwaid sonic day on 
the 


ground that the French capacity to 
pay is better than it was when the 
agreement -was made- Congress 
has 


the power to order a revision of the 
agreement inasmuch as it has nevei 
been passed upon finally.

removed. It had been, buried in 


the moist pulp since about 10 
last Friday morning. 


After the body was found the res- 


cue squads \vere taken out of the 
pits and the men sent to their home-, 
to prepare for the work of resum- 
ing operations in the mill.

Progressive 
Senators Dis- 


claim Third Party Threat 


in Next Election 


Washington, D. C. —W)—"Western 


Republican senators, belonging to the 
so-called Progressive group have an- 
nounced their intention to unite "for 
solidarity of action" in consideration 
of presidential candidates and legisla- 
tive problems of the next congress. 


Disclaiming any threat of forming 


a third party, the western senators, 
with Senator Borah of Idaho as their 
spokesman, declared in a statement 
that their purpose of banding together 
was based on the theory that "the Re- 
publican party is a national party and 
not an eastern party " 


While Senator Korris of Nebraska, 


a Progressive leader, has not indicated 
his desire to 
enter the presidential 


preference primaries in western agri- 
cultural states, the -western senatorial 
group expressed unanimity to support 
him m any state in which he will con- 
sent to have his name before the vot- 
ers. Other members of the group in 
eluded Senatois Frazier and Xye of 
North Dakota, and Brookhart of Iowa. 


XO ACTION TAKEN 


The purpose of the groups organi- 


zation -nas announced after a confer- 
ence of the senators 
when it -was 


stated that, in connection with 
a 


presidential choice, no action had been 
taken and none would be -effected un- 
til other western senators arrived in 
Washington. 


Declaring that if they made their 


wishes, known "in a proper way and 
with sufficient force," the westerners' 
statement continued, "they will be 
respected and consideied by the par- 
ty." 
When eastern members of con- 


gress confer upon problems of their 
section, they are regarded as "regular 
and sometimes active and patriotic," 
it added, but western senators and 
representatives in^ a similar confer- 
-ence, seem." to' be regarded as "irregu- 
lar, insurgent and radical." 
"This view is based on the assump- 


tion among some easterneis, the an- 
nouncement said, that 
"Republican 


policies can only originate within cer- 
tain territory and Republican policies 
can emanate only from certain quar- 
ters. The western senators "do not 
desire to intrude unnecessarily upon 
this idea," it added, but "feel that a 
reasonable degree of solidarity 
with

' The La Fontaine Railroad Compa- 
ny was authorized to build a railroad 
from "La Fontaine on Fox River to 
TVinnebago City, or -jme other con- 
venient point on Wmnebago river;" 
The legislature retained the power to 
limit the "toll and terms of freight 
on the aforesaid railroad." 


The legislature provided for the es- 


tablishment of a university at Bel- 
mont, in lowa-co, for the purpose of 
"educating youth, the name thereof 
shall be 'the Wisconsin University'." 
The trustees of the university were to 
spend their funds in the manner they 
thought most "conducive to the pro- 
motion of literature and the advance 
ment of -useful knowledge" within the 
territory.

"president, professor, 


instructor or pupil—provided he shall 
demean himself in a proper manner, 
and conform to such rules as may be 
established."

my he can be sure that the hand is a 
freak; and with freaks special care 
should be taken to avoid

snags. A careless Declarer would dis- 
card the Deucs of Clubs from Dum- 
my, and with a normal division of 
the adverse Spades that would be O. 
K.; but as Declarer has no clubs in 1 
hand and no Hearts in the other, it 
is quite possible that one adversary 


may be Spadeless and it will take all 
Declarer's' trumps to draw 
the ad- 


verse trumps. In that case, Dummy's 
four top Diamonds would block Clos- 
ed Hand's six low Diamonds and Clos- 
ed Hand, being unable to get in by 
ruffing, Declarer would make 
only 


eleven tricks, not a Grand Slam. De- 
clarer should guard against this by 
discarding one of Dummy's top Dia- 
monds on trick 1, two more on two 
trumps, and the fourth on the Ace of 
Hearts. It equally could be accom- 
plished by trumping trick 1. leading 
a trump from Dummy to trick 2, an-i 
discarding three high Diamonds on 
trumps and one on a Heart. The point 
is that Declarer should play to the 
first trick so as to 
avoid blocking

GIVES CHURCH ITS 


CHANCEIN RUSSIA 


Religions 
Are Allowed, but 


They Must Compete With 
Attacks of Atheism 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the first 


of a series of 12 articles, written by 
Jerome Davis, a member of the fac- 
ulty of the Yale University Divinity 
School, who has spent the Summer 
investigating 
conditions in JRussia. 


Mr. Davis' articles, which will appear 
daily, tell just what is happening in 
the social, 
political 
and 
economic 


phases of Russian life. 


BY JEROME DAVIS 


Russia is a great laboratory of re- 


ligious experimentation today. Hun- 
dreds of religious sects are competing 
for the allegiance of the people and 
all have to go up against the Lenin 
cult and the worship of Communism 
as a religion. 


A typb of religious evangelist and 


preacher is coming forward not unlike 
those developed in the days of Paul 
when the Apostles had to face. the 
Roman emperor worship. 


Xever since Christianity was first 


struggling with the pagan 
patriotic 


faith of Rome has it been so chal- 
lenged as by Bolshevism. Never be- 
fore in the history of the world has 
a great government controlling one- 
sixth of the land surface of the earth 
proudly proclaimed itself atheistic. 


Today Russia is attempting to dis- 


place religion by science. 
It is not 


only a negative but a positive attack. 
They would not only banish the gods 
from the skies but usher m Commun- 
ism on the earth. 


CHURCHES STAY OPEN 


The Bolsheviks are too wise to close 


down_the churches. Everywhere they 
are open. The metropolitan bishop of 
Leningrad told me that no just criti- 
cism could be made against the Bol- 
sheviks for interfering with the wor- 
ship of God. Indeed, he admitted'that 
the Bolsheviks encouraged the church 
to do welfare work, sometimes even 
giving it financial aid. The various 
Protestant missionaries recorded high 
praise to much of the Bolshevik pol- 
icy. Under the Tsar they did not have 
the right of organization. At present 
they are enjoying full freedom. Na- 
tional religious conventions are regu- 
larly held and 
converts 
are being 


numbered by the thousands. 


There are also religious groups such 


as Dukhobores, the Evangelical Mal- 
okams, and the New Israels who ac- 
cept Communism while retaining their 
faith in God. The Soviet government 
aided these people to return from ex- 
ile in Canada, the United States, and 
South America. A statement of the 
Russian Department of Justice reads: 


ADOPT THEMSELVES 


"These sects adapt themselves quite 


readliy to our Soviet laws. In spite of 
the religious form of their Commun- 
istic tendencies they unite as agri- 
cultural nuclei into our Soviet struc- 
ture. The task of the Soviet organs in 
relation to these Communistic believ- 
ers is to develop and fortify 
them 


with the aid of science and a superior 
technic. Let them continue in their 
old habits and modes of Communistic 
organizations as industrial agricultur- 
al groups. 
"With our aid they will 


serve as practical examples of the 
possibility and advantage of Com- 
munism, for the toiling- peasants." 


Such friendship by the Soviet for 


religion seems strange. What have 
they done which might he considered 
hostile? 


CHTJKCH IS CHANGING 


They have passed new laws. The 


church is completely separated from 
the state and the school fiom the 
church. It is forbidden to teach re- 
ligious doctrines in any educational 
institution, 
public or private. The 


Greek Orthodox faith, the universal 
Russian church, has been badly hit. 
Some say it is dying, others that it is 
being revolutionized. Everyone knows 
it is changing. 


In the cities where the speculators, 


the newly rich, and the former edu- 
cated classes are begining "to come 
back." the services are crowded. One 
Sunday I spent in going from church 
to church. There were larger audi- 
ences than in the days of the Tsar. 


In the villages there has been a not- 


able falling off in attendance. 
The 


children as a group have deserted the 
religious services. One priest com- 
plained Wtterly that his only daughter 
bad joined the Communist Youth Or- 
ganization. She now openly scoffs at 
my faith."' he said. 


QUEER TO BELIEVE 


The children themselves seemed to 


think it queer that an intelligent in- 
dividual could still believe in God, 
They said. "If there is a God. show 
him to us-"' "Why do we need a God?" 
"We can raise wheat without Him 
better than with Him."

was forbidden to drive an automobile 
for a year. Fahrbach had been charg- 
ed with manslaughter after Miss 'Ger- 
trude Becker.

In suspending sentence Judge Wer- 


ner said. "Fahrbach is not likely to 
again engage in offensive conduct and 
public interest does not demand that 
he should suffer the penalty provided 
by law." 


Fahrbach was placed on probation 


and must file a personal bond of $1,000 
to guarantee his appearance in court 
in case he violates the court order. 


Judge Werner also will allow Fahr- 


bach to drive a truck to earn his liv- 
lihood. He must pay the court costs 
m the action, amounting to $100, in 
payments of $10 each.

search by its workers by providing lab- 
orator}- equipment and allowing some 
freedom of endeavor during working 
hours. From these workshops of science 
are coming many of the greatest scien- 
tific discoveries and developments of the 
day. 


Museums, choked with material await- 


ing study, offer another opportunity for 
research. They have all the essentials ex- 
cept the professional scientists to do the 
work, so it is suggested amateurs be re- 
cruited to assist. 


Mere willingness is not, of course, the 


sole essential of a useful amateur. A wise 
committee does not permit every willing 
woman to bake the angel food for the 
church social. He who would be an ama- 
teur admitted to museum collections 
must first work hard~enough to prove his 
worth as men do work, for" example, to 
deserve admission to golf foursomes or to 
tables at bridge. But the path is open. 
The tools and specimens'bf a beginner are" 
cheap. And in the end. if rider and hobby 
grow to like ea^h other, there is not only 
the opportunity of usefulness, but a re- 
source against boredom, even for a doz- 
en lifetimes. 
. Though the sum, of human knowledge 
grows larger every year, opportunities 
and rewards for original research were 
never greater. It should be encouraged 
more in colleges and universities.

Next Ihe tcetli and sumt, should be thorough!} 
brushed, with a shoit brush having a strong handle 
to sri\e a good hand grip, and bristles not moie than 
Ji inch long-. Dr. Head says than one should ust 
a dentifrice or an antiseptic mouth \\ash, and vig- 
orously swash saliva and mouth -wash between the 
teeth for a period of not less, than two minutes 
. . . where there is marked gum infection a sat- 
urated solution ot sodium silico-fluride or a solution 
of one part of peroxide and two parts vTaler should 
bo held in the mouth for atjeast two minutes after 
the blushing of the teeth. All this should be earned 
out morning- and evening-, piovided one has noth- 
ing- else to do (I'd interpolate). Myself. I have so 
many- other things to do, and besides I don't be- 
lieve ordinary cleanliness or dirtiness has much to 
do with the conservation of my teeth. Suit your- 
self about yours. 


I do cordially approve of the technicality Dr. 


Head insists on. in regard to the use of antiseptics 
I don't know -whether it is because this dentist is a 
physician first or because he just has more prac- 
tical hard sense than a lot of 'em have, but I uig-e 
you to notice how he insists liat jou give the ant- 
septic time to do its work. 


The laity, and too many physicians and dentists, 


seldom pay any attention to the important lactor 
of time in the use or application of antiseptics 
They seem to think that a dash of antiseptic can 
work miracles, when m fact such momentary sous- 
ing- of the grerms probably only irritates them. 


The effect of antiseptics m any case *s compar- 


able -with the effect of refrigeration of food. If you 
keep the tcmperatuic of the food low enough the 
bacteria or germs of putrefaction grow and multiply 
little or slowly and so the food is preserved from 
spoiling-. It wouldn't do much g-ood just to cool the 
food down to a low temperatme for a moment and 
let it immediately giow -warm again. "Well, the mole 
sousing- or momentaiy application 
of antiseptics 


where germs are growing- doesn't do any more g-ood 
People too readily lose sight of the fact that a good, 
safe antiseptic does not kill geims outright but only 
tends to dimmish their multiplication. A good anti- 
septic is not magical. 


Another popular misapprehension shared by too 


many physicians and dentists, is that good anti- 
spetics actually aid the healing- process in some 
mysterious manner. Of course this is just a childish 
fancy propagated for "what there is in it for the 
nostrum maker. A good antseptic is an agent that 
•will appreciably diminish germ growth or multipli- 
cation -without too greatly injuring- the tissues of 
the body. It is merely passably useful because it 
does not too greatly delay or prevent natural heal- 
ing-. ^ 


Instead of two minutes, it is better to keep the 


antiseptic in contact with the srems five minutes 
or Inog-er. If the agent irritates or injures the tissue 
when kept in contact that length of time, it is 
scarcely a good antiseptic. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Prevention ot" Whooping- Cough 
do you think of vaccination for whooping 


cough, for a 10 months' old baby, and. is it always 
effective? There is an epidemic in our vicinity. 
"When is the proper time to vaccinate for it? O.Irs. 
B. R.) 


Answer—I advise you to have the baby immun- 


ized—it isn't vaccination, the bactenn is administer- 
ed by hypodermic injection and there is no sore or 
other -unpleasant effect. This is not absolutely sure 
protection, but it is sufficiently effective to make 
it well worth while if ^iven before the child lias 
been exposed. Even after exposure the immuniza- 
tion treatment is advisable. And the same treat- 
ment is of considerably benefit as a remedj- in the 
earlier stage of -whooping- cough. Generally, keep 
the children -l^the open air, though of course a-way 
from contact -with children i\ho may be developing- 
v. hooping- cough- 
Whooping cough is one of the 


common respiratory infections (en) whose spread 
our 
health 
authorities aid and abet -nhen they 


teach that some alleged "colds" are not infectious.

THE STORY BEHIND THE STORY 


Nothing interests me quite as much 


as the story behind the story- How 
a book came into being, how a story 
came to bo written, what ivas theie 
back of it, why the author wrote that 
particular story and not one of a 
:housand other possible ones. 
Only 


once in a great while is it possible to 
get at the story behind the story, but 
almost invariably it Is interesting. 


Even the publishing experiences — 


the mechanics of getting the story 
into punted form once it has been 
ivntten — are usually almost as in- 
teresting as the record of the motiv'- 
atmg forces that called the story in- 
to being. I am always amused at mo- 
vie plots that revolve around a young 
novelist or short story writer. Almost 
invariably said young writer is shown 
sitting in. his room looking at the 
ceiling as the psalmist did to the hills 
from whence his deliverence was to 
come, then madly tapping the keys 
under the spur of the inspiration he 
has drawn from the ceiling plaster. A 
month or two later his book is pub- 
lished and a week later lie is famous. 


Such promptness in publishing and 


the acquisition of fame may be a 
tact once in three million cases but 
in the movies it almost never fails. I 
am sure the average unsuspecting 
movie fan has a fixed idea that all a 
young writer needs to d& is look at 
the ceiling write down what he sees 
there and be famous in three months 
cr so. Which is probably the reason 
why thousands try to write novels 
or plays or short stories who ought 
to be doing something else. If they 
suspected onethousandth of the gruel- 
ling labor, the hardships, the disap- 
pointments, the delays that are in 
store for the average writer—even for 
the writer who has real talent and 
who has something to say — the 
chances are that thousands who now 
try it would never begin, and would 
be happier for it. 


Especially the delays. The 
young 


writer who expects that a story sold 
this month will be in the next issue 
of the magaznie must prepare for dis- 
illusionment. I had a letter from a 
Michigan writer the other day who 
sold na article to a high class maga- 
zine eisht years ago and received a 
check for it at the time -The article 
has not yet been published. I myself 
sold an article to a high class maga- 
and was paid for it, but the article 
was not printed until 1027. In another 
case I sold an article to a. first class 


magazine and was paid for it in 1924, 
but the article has not yet appeared. 
A writer of humorous verse tells the 
story of selling a poem to his new- 
born son to a magazine, being paid for 
it, but not seeing it in print until 21 
years later when the new-born son 
had^a son of his own. It sounds fan- 
tastic but it may be literally tiue. 


Another writer told me recently of 


sellng and receiving a check for a 
story years ago that has never been 
printed. Still another writer tells of 
selling a. story that was to be paid for 
on publication. It has neither been. 
published ^nor paid for after several 
years. This is not as uncommon as 
young writers might suppose. Maga- 
zines change hands, policies change. 
Material that was once_"available" be- 
comes dead matter for that particular 
publication. Accidents happen 
and 


manuscripts are lost. If the unlucky 
writer has no carbon copy he is often 
out of luck. Some publications are 
without conscience in such matters 
and the stories are numerous of wrir 
ters trying to get redress but finally 
giving up in despair, the cost and 
effort of forcing the publication to 
make good too great to ma!;e it worth 
while. 


Ivan Swift, the poet told me of an 


interesting experience. He was ask^d 
by a publisher to contribute some 
poems to an anthology which was to 
be edited by one of America's best 
known poets. He consented on condi- 
tion that the well known poet would 
read the proofs himself. This was 
agreed to and the well known poet 
actually read the proofs and sent 
them to the publishers. Said publish- 
ers then wrote to Swift asking how 
many copies of the anthology at $17 
a set he wanted, to which he replied 
he wanted none— he was not very 
eager t osee his own poems in print 


"When the "books finally appeared 


Swift's poems were not in it. Evi- 
dently the publishers had made it a 
cold-blooded business issue. The poet 
who did not pay for his own poems In 
copies purchased was omitted, in spite 
of the fact that his work had been 
solicted. And the great American 
poet's name was used to make the 
whole thing seem respectable. There 
are many shabby stories behind stor- 
ies as well as many that are triumph- 
ant and beautiful.

3—The Mexican presidential 
elec- 


tion. 


AH these problems are more or less 


tied up with each other and aie of 
considerable interest to the people of 
the United States 


The petroleum laws question, which 


caused a nasty exchange 
of^ notes 


and considerable talk of intervention 
less than a year ago, has subsided to 
a diplomatic deadlock 
between the 


two governments which is still shot 
With possibilities. 


MIGHT LIFT EiMBARGO 


If the Mexican supreme court de- 


cides the laws are not constitutional, 
the issue will be dead. But if it de- 
cides the other way and the Calles 
government seize American property, 
it is still likely that the aims embar- 
go will be lifted and that Mexico will, 
"by design, be piunged into chaos. The 
embargo remains tills country's big 
club over Mexico. 


The situation has been saved to date 


by President Calle's various conces- 
sions and his failure to confiscate any 
oil lands. 
Unless he commits some 


unexpected o~\ert act it may be that, 
\\ith Morrow in Mexico 
Cit5", 
the 


situation eventually will be solved by 
' arbitration as recommended so over- 
whelmmgly by the United States sen- 
ate. 


Incidentally, the big reason that 


this government 
feels it can't allow 


Mexico to enforce her oil land laws is 
that a precedent would be established 
for northern countries of South Amer- 
ica where we have huge oil stakes. 
By pioiiding for the 50-year conces- 
sions, the Calles government has 
demonstrated that it doesn't intend to 
prevent our companies from getting 
,Ell the oil out.

POOR FINANCIAL CONDITION 
The reader may recall one or two 


reports •within the last year concern- 
ing the doubtful ability of Mexico to 
make her annual bond interest pay- 
ment, amounting to nearly $15,000,- 
000. These reports were not exagger- 
ated. 


Her internal religious troubles and 


her row with foreign oil interests have 
tot left Mexico in excellent financial 
condition. 
The oil 
companies have 


drastically curtailed Mexican produc- 
tion, putting a crimp in tax collections, 
.this curtailment was due either to a 
.fiesire to retaliate against Mexico or 
to the overproduction in tins country— 
»r bot£ 


Mexico came through last year with 


-her first payment since the fall of 
Porfino Diaz. She has continued ]ust 
fcbout to make the grade. The Pani- 
X^amont agreement calls for 
monthly 


$500,000 payments, the balance to be 
-made up at the end of the year. Presi- 
dent Calles, incidentally, Allowed only 
8 per cent for oil taxes in his 1927 
budget and on his budget for next 
year has failed to enter any credit for 
Dil taxes whatever! 


PAYMENT INSURANCE 


Morrow's presence in Mexico City 


will be so much added insurance for 
continued payments. If Mexico falls 
down on them, her credit is virtually 
jtuined throughout the world. Morrow 
"undoubtedly will be interested in keep- 
Ing Mexico in a position where she can 
pay and his financial mind will also 
consider the possibilities for eventual 
repayment of the bonds' $500,000,000

Hills murder still luik in DeRussey's 
lane, and now another secluded road, 
lonelier and nameless, has become the 
starting point for the investigation of 
another puzzling crime—the killing of 
Dr. A. "William Lilliendahl, 65-j ear- 
old retired narcotic specialist. 


In the early afternoon of Septem- 


ber 15, a woman staggered down the 
little used Alston-Indian. Mills road, 
and to the first persons she met pour- 
ed out a hysterical story of how her 
husband had just been slain. Question- 
ing disclosed that she was Mrs. A. 
"William Lilliendahl. 


"While she was driving with her 


husband on the Atsion road, she said, 
two negroes leaped upon the running 
board of their automobile and ordered 
her at pistol point to turn into a de- 
serted side-road. "When the car was 
stopped, she continued, she was or- 
dered from the machine and both 
she and the physician were robbed of 
money and jewelry. When her hus- 
band made a. move interpreted by the 
men as to an effort to resist, he "was 
shot and killed, she added. 
Jlrs. Lilliendahl led the way back 


to the car and the doctor was found 
in the scat, dead from three bullet 
wounds.
